“This semester’s census shows 
an increase of just over the 400 
mark,” announced SAC’s

purchase of their textbooks and other supplies. 

As their first and probably best purchase, the A. S. B. 
cards give them more tHan even they realize. 

Some of the more obvious advantages include free ad- 
mission to sports and many social events throughout the 
school year. To other events a discount is granted for stu- 
dent body cards towards the admission fee. The amount. 
saved on these occasions alone totals more than the price 
of the ticket. . 

In addition, the A. S. B. card hojder receives his copy 
of Del Ano, the yearbook which is distributed each spring, 
and is valued at $6.00. El Don, campus newspaper, is also 
partly financed through A. S. B. funds and is made avail- 
ble to all students on campus. 

_...Another phase of this particular “good investment” 
is-an agreement that has been made with Bowen Cleaners 
to allow student body card holders a discount of ten per 
‘cent on cleaning and laundry taken to their establishment. 
Other such discounts with local merchants are under 
negotiation. . 

An insurance policy of $2000 is also part of the bar- 
gain on injuries incurred on campus. Each student body 
card holder is insured for that amount. . 

To round out the bargains gained on this good invest- 
ment is double value for marrigd students on campus. 
’A. S. B. cards of married students are marked “spouse” 
so that the couple may attend college functions together. 

The total estimated savings on college functions and 
other assets from this initial investment is over $30. May 
your other investments be as profitable! .

Under the new rule, the conver- 
sion will be worth two points if 
it’s scored from a scrimmage play 
and worth the traditional one if 
scored by kicking. The distance 
has been moved from the standard 
two yards to three yards,

“The first team to score, wheth- 
er it be us or the opposition will 
have the decision,” said Hill.
